ESCRICK  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1909. 


To  THE  Chairman  and  AIembers  of  the  Escrick 
Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  consideration  my 
Report  for  the  year  1909  — 

The  area  of  the  District  is  30,292  acres. 

The  population,  5,214. 


BIRTH-RATE. 

The  births  registered  are  127,  63  males  and  64  females.  Of 
these,  4 males  and  3 females  are  illegitimate.  Ninety-seven 
births  were  in  the  Escrick  Sub-District  and  30  in  the  Dunnington. 
The  birth-rate  is  24  ’3  per  1,000.  The  average  for  the  previous 
ten  years  was  24  *4.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1909 
was  25  *6. 

DEATH-RATE. 

The  deaths  registered  are  72,  31  males  and  41  females, 
giving  a death-rate  of  13  ’7  per  1,000.  Deducting  the  deaths 
occurring  in  the  City  Asylum,  Fulford,  and  non-residents,  and 
adding  the  deaths  of  residents  occurring  outside  the  District, 
we  have  51  deaths  and  a rate  of  g '7,  identically  the  same  as  in 
1908.  For  England  and  Wales  in  1909  it  was  14  '5. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  registered  is  15, 
which  is  exceedingly  satisfactory,  against  58  in  1908  and  84  in 
1907.  There  were  2 deaths,  giving  a rate  of  -3  per  1,000.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1909  is  109  per  1,000  births. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  ‘i  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


'I'he  w hole  ol  the  death-rates  are  low,  and,  with  the  exception 
of  the  nett  deaths  for  1908,  when  the  figures  were  the  same,  they 
are  the  lowest  we  ha\c  had  since  the  formation  of  the  Escrick 
Rural  District  Council. 


CAUSES  OE  DEATH  DURING  THE  YEAR  1909. 

d'here  w*ere  51  deaths,  as  follows  Influenza,  i;  Phthisis, 
5;  Cancer,  2;  Bronchitis,  4;  Pneumonia,  i;  other  diseases  of 
Respiratory  Organs,  i ; Cirrhosis  of  Liver,  2 ; diseases  and 
accidents  of  Parturition,  i ; Heart  Diseases,  13 ; Accidents,  3 ; 
all  other  causes,  18. 

CASES  REPORTED  UNDER  THE  NOTIEICATION  OE 
INEECTIOUS  DISEASES  ACT. 

Nineteen  against  8 in  1908.  Diphtheria,  2;  Erysipelas,  2; 
Scarlet  E'ever,  1 1 ; EAiteric  ETver,  4. 

Enteric  E'ever. — During  the  year  4 cases  were  notihed. 
Of  these,  one  was  an  imported  case.  A lady,  bringing  her 
husband,  recently  convalescent  from  Enteric  ETver,  from 
Canada,  began,  on  arrival  home,  with  Enteric  E'ever.  The 
other  cases  occurred  at  E'ulford ; two  wmre  adults  and  one 
a child,  in  different  houses.  In  one  case  a foul  and  deep 
ashpit  was  probably  the  cause,  but  in  the  other  two  we  could 
find  no  possible  cause.  The  house  drains  wxre  in  good  order, 
and  the  drinking  water  was  obtained  from  the  York  main.  All 
made  good  recoveries. 

Scarlet  E'ever  (ii  cases). — Of  these,  7 occurred  in  the 
parish  of  Wheldrake,  i at  Thorganby,  i at  Naburn  (an  imported 
case),  I at  E'ulford,  and  i at  Thicket  Priory.  All  w’ere  children, 
and  the  E'ever  was  of  a very  mild  character.  There  w-ere  no 
deaths.  Where  possible,  the  cases  w^ere  removed  at  once  to  the 
York  E'ever  Hospital,  and  the  rooms,  bedding,  etc.,  thoroughly 
stoved  and  disinfected.  Of  the  ii  cases,  8 occurred  during  the 
first  five  months  of  the  year. 

On  January  12th  I visited  Wheldrake,  to  enquire  into  the 
outbreak  of  E^ever  there;  two  children,  from  different  homes  and 
attending  the  village  school,  had  begun  wdth  Scarlet  E'ever.  I 
examined  most  of  the  children  in  the  school,  and  the  Rev.  Sidney 
Smith,  your  District  Councillor,  kindly  accompanied  me  to  the 
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homes  ol  the  children  absent  from  school  through  illness.  I 
could  detect  no  cases  of  Fever  amongst  them.  The  probable 
cause  of  the  outbreak  was  contact  with  a child  recently  returned 
from  the  Fevei  Hospiial.  The  rest  of  the  cases  at  Wheldrake, 
which  occurred  irregularly  for  the  next  few  months,  no  doubt 
contracted  the  Fever,  directly  or  indirectly,  from  the  two  cases 
attending  school.  The  origin  of  the  outbreak  at  h'ulford, 
Thorganby,  and  Thicket  Priory  was  obscure.  1^'ortunately, 
through  early  i.volation,  we  had  no  extension. 

Diphtheria. — 2 cases,  both  mild,  in  children  ; one  at  Fulford 
and  the  other  at  Naburn.  In  the  former,  the  house  was  in  a 
sanitary  condition ; in  the  latter,  there  were  slight  insanitary 
defects,  which  have  since  been  remedied.  Both  cases  were  re- 
moved to  the  Fever  Hospital,  and  we  had  no  extension  of  the 
disease. 


WATER  SUPPLY  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

In  July  1 presented  you  with  a Special  Report  on  the  water 
supply  of  Heslington,  copies  of  which  were  forwarded  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  East  Riding  County  Council. 

The  Special  Reports  written  by  Dr.  Mitchell  Wilson  in  1903, 
on  the  water  supply  of  the  Escrick  Rural  District,  give  you  a 
good  idea  of  the  condition  of  the  water.  As  you  are  aware.  Dr. 
Mitchell  Wilson  arid  Mr.  Fairley,  of  Leeds,  made  a large  number 
of  analyses  of  the  water  in  the  District.  Those  Reports  do  not 
speak  highly  of  the  purity  of  the  water  obtained. 


PUBLIC  SCAVENGING. 

Year  by  year  I have  advised  the  adoption  of  this  system  in 
place  of  the  irregular  method  of  cleansing  ashpits  and  privies  as 
carried  out  in  your  District.  The  pan  system,  however,  is  an 
improvement,  and  is  being  extended  where  possible  by  your 
Inspector. 


VILLAGE  SEWERAGE. 

The  new  settling'  tank  at  Fulford  is  working  well.  The 
treatment  of  the  sewage  on  the  alumino-ferric  principle  is  satis- 
factory, the  outflow  being  now  nearly  clear.  Improvements  have 
been  made  in  connection  with  the  sewerage  of  Heslington. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  &c. 


During-  the  year  45  inspections  have  been  made  by  your 
Inspector,  and  he  finds  they  are  kept  in  a satisfactory  sanitary 
condition. 


EACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

Sixteen  inspections  were  made.  No  defects  were  found. 

SUGGESTIONS  AS  TO  FEEDING  AND  REARING  OE 

INFANTS. 

'I'he  pamphlets  issued  at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Mitchell 
Wilson  have,  no  doubt,  been  to  some  extent  the  cause  of  us  having 
such  an  excellent  infantile  mortality  rate — 15  deaths  per  1,000 
births  registered,  against  109  for  England  and  WTles.
